Council and School Trustees 
Report on 1943 Activities; 

Two Ratepayers Present 


Mayor Antrobus Gave Brief 

Report on Town Activities; 

$9,500 Still Outstanding 

Against Schooil 

Members of the town council 
and. school trustees gathered in 
the council chambers on Friday 
evening for what had been adver- 
tiesd as the annual meeting of 
Coleman ratepayers. Only two 
raOfepayers were present, and one 
of those left before the meeting 
was finally adjourned. 

Miayor Antrobus and Gladys 
Lees were appointed chainnan 
and secretary of the meeting to 
hear council’s report. The finan¬ 
cial statement was examined and 
very few questions asked. 

Mayor Antrobus, in his yearly 
report, mentioned the value of the 
Community Sports’ Association to 
the community at large. The out¬ 
door skating rink was Ibeing fin¬ 
anced 50-50 with the Association. 
Tony Lycka had now cost the 
town $1,500 with the amount 
growing monthly. 

Many concrete pipes had re¬ 
placed wooden ones in the drain¬ 
age system. 

The flood of 1942 had caused a 
great deal of damage. Through 
the efforts of the council, inter¬ 
ested parties had been brought 
together to discuss flood control 
with the result that flood control 
Iwoirk, worth sevjeral thousand 
dollars, had been undertaken with- 
cut it costing the town a cent. 

The financial standing of the 
town, was in his opinion, very 
good. Secretary Gladys Lees had 
received very good repor'ts from 
the municipal inspectors. The 
dust nuisance had been discussed 
at various times and steps were 
still being taken to try to elimin¬ 
ate this nuisance. 

Council at the present time is 
co-xrperatiug with the Legion for- 
taking over a lot on main street 
east with the view of erecting a 
memorial for our war heroes. Ash 
collection, which had given 
trouble for the past month, was 
now thought to have been recti¬ 
fied. A new ashman had been 
given the contract and fees would 
be collected (by the towrr. Due to 
•abor shortage the town has en¬ 
tered into an agreement with the 
provincial highways department 
to keep the highways in the town 
in good repair. The coat to be 
borne equally between council 
and the department 

The mayor asked for a free dis¬ 
cussion on taking over the Light 
and Water franchiae on June 30, 
1944. D. G. Mcenzie, K,C., of Cal¬ 
gary, had been engaged by coun¬ 
cil to represent them at the var¬ 
ious business transactions which 
would take place prior to the 
frandhue being taken over by the 
town. The resolution passed last 
year re; council doing its utmost 


to take over the franchise was re- 
affirmea. 

The council members were con¬ 
gratulated on the town’s fine fin¬ 
ancial standing and following 
brief reports from councillors 
Aboussafy, Dutil and Jenkins a 
vote of thanks was given council 
for its ^ar’s work. 

George Evans and Gladys Lees 
were elected chairman and sec¬ 
retary respectively of the meet¬ 
ing to hear the schobx trustees’ 
report. 

Upon inspecting the financial 
statement a question was asked 
rCgSrumg ine ?a,000 oustandlng 
notes against the school district, 
tliairman Evans stated tlrat the 
sum would be paid off as soon 
as possible and Trustee Stigler 
gave a detailed account of what 
tile district had been forced to 
lace during the past few years in 
Uie way of financing. He stated 
Uie school district assessment had 
ueen lowered, a new school had 
been buiit which at that time the 
tiustees loelieved wouid be able 
Lu be paid for out of current 
revenue. This had proved wrong. 

At one time the Sentinel Powc 
plant had paid lor the transpoiU 
ing- of the children at the plant 
to Uolenian schools. This had 
been slopped and the school dis¬ 
trict was now aosorbing the cost, 
then there were the tax exemp¬ 
tions on soldiers’ propeities. New 
people were coming into town 
Wile were paying school tax owed 
oil property owned by them in 
other districts, avtnough making 
Uieir livelihood in Coleman, the 
ciiiidien attending Coleman 
schools. Costs were also increas¬ 
ing with increased salaries. In 
older to get good teachers it was 
necessai-y to pay good wages.

it iiad risen to $7U.16 in 1943. 

As the result of soldiers’ ex¬ 
emptions from $18,000 to $20,000 
of assessed value in the school 
district fails to , bring one cent 
revenue.

“I’m .So Happy About It,” He 

States; His Ship Fired First 

Salvo and Sent Torpedo Into 

Side of Schamhorst. 

When reading the story of the 
epic sea battle that sent the huge 
German battleship “Schamhorst” 
to the bottom by ships of the Roy¬ 
al Navy, local citizens did not 
know that one of the home town 
boys was right in the thick of the 
battle and that his ship took a 
leading role in sending the big bat¬ 
tle wagon to Davie Jones’ locker. 

That home town boy was Tony 
Coccioloni. He enlisted with the 
Royal Canadian Navy last year 
and took his training at an east¬ 
ern Canadian port. Not long ago 
he was sent overseas and with his 
first ship had the unforgettable ex¬ 
perience of going into such histor¬ 
ic action. 

Tony has sent a letter to some 
local friends telling of the action. 
The letter reads: 

“Just a few lines to let you 
know that 1 have some interesting 
news for you. You’ve probably 
heard it over the radio by now or 
even read it in the papers, but I’m 
so happy about it all I’ll tell you. 

“I’ve seen action. I was a bit 
scared alright, but not too bad. 
We went into action against the 
‘Schamhorst’ the day after Christ¬ 
mas. We chased her for a while 
and fired the first salvo. It wasn’t 
long till she was on fire astern, 
then slipping right in we let her 
have a torpedo. It wasn’t long be¬ 
fore she sank. 

“Yes, sir, I feel pretty proud, 
this being my first ship and seeing 
action right off the bat. 

“1 have permission, in fact we 
all Kave permission, to tell about 
the fight. Of course, there are some 
things we cannot mention, but 
what they have allowed us to men¬ 
tion is pretty dam good of them. 
If this was not true I wouldn’t be 
allowed to write, as they’d soon 
enough stop it.” 

George And Jack Derbyshire 
Bereaved 

Word was received here on Wed¬ 
nesday morning by George Derby¬ 
shire telling of the death of his 
brother Joe, aged 63, at Cumber¬ 
land, Vancouver Island, on Jan. 26. 

Deceased came to - the Pass in 
1904, settling at Coleman and 
working for the Intern.ational. He 
left Coleman in 1908, working in 
mines at other Alberta points. He 
enlisted in the 1st Tunneling Com¬ 
pany at Vancouver and saw serv¬ 
ice overseas. He had been working 
in the mine at Cumberland up till 
three years ago when sickness 
forced him to retire. 

Jack Derbyshire is also a bro¬ 
ther.

j A.—The retailer was right. The 
purchase of rationed goods is not 
complete until coupons are surren¬ 
dered. Retailers must accept cou¬ 
pons at the time of purchase and 
may not accept coupons that are 
invalid.

War Production 
Is Increasing 


I at a 


T,he Royal I»dian Air Force had by 1941 
reached four times its original strength and 
it has continued to expand at a rapid pace. It 
is interesting to note in -this connection that 
members of the Royal Indian Air Force have been trained in Canada under 
the British Commonwealth Air Training Plan and that a number of them 
have been stationed in the West. They, too, have shown great enthusiasm 
for the service and determination to help in bringing the war to a success¬ 
ful conclusion. India’s war production has increased steadily and it is 
stated that orders are met to the value of sixty million dollars a month. 
Among her most important products is textiles, and war orders in this 
industry were estimated at nearly six hundred million dollars for 1943. 
Other defence industries produce armoured vehicles, ships, training ’planes, 
ehemicals, guns, shells, explosives and many other articles. Eighty thousand 
surgical instruments have been shipped to Russia from India. Interesting 
developments have recently taken place in the aluminum industry there, 
where virgin aluminum was produce! for the first time early in 1943. This 
is now becoming an important factor in the world supply of this vital 
material. 

India has a population of four hundred million 
People Prefer people. Although gi'oat progress has been made j 
Tf* Ra PAMCMntc ')uilding up industry there, a large part of 
reaSailTS population is made lip of peasants, many 
living at a very low level of subsistence. The development of railways, 
irrigation systems, and public health services has improved the lot of these 
people enormously, and efforts have been made to interest them in work¬ 
ing in industries, as a means of raising their living standards. It has been 
found, however, that they are greatly attached to their traditional way of 
life and that it will take considerable time to educate them to change it. 
In a bulletin published recently by the Royal Bank of Canada, many inter¬ 
esting facts concerning India have been presented. It is estimated that at 
the present time there are only about fifty thousand British eivilians living 
in India. Of the million and one-half employees of the Indian non-military 
government services, only fifty-five hundred are British, and British invest¬ 
ments there represent about eight hundred million dollars, which is con¬ 
siderably less than that invested in Brazil, Argentine and other foreign 
countries. There is religious freedom in India, and in all British India 
women have the franchise, have been elected to the legislature and have 
held cabinet posts. Britain has promised India complete self-government 
after the war, with no reservations as to its reit\aining a part of the British 
Empire, and it is to be hoped that it will take its place at the side of Can¬ 
ada and the other British Dominions of the Commonwealth in the years 
to come.

First, we 
have Five Minute Cabbage. Shred the cabbage very fine, and cook covered, 
for 5 to 7 minutes in a little, rapidly boiling water. Serve it in hot tomato 
sauce, hot cheese sauce, or just plain with a little butter. When you cook 
cabbage in this manner, quickly in a little water, it is not limp, tasteless or 
soggy: it’s slightly crisp and delicious. 

Cabbage lends itself also to a scallop. Try it in alternate layers with 
cream sauce, and if possible, add bout 2 tablespoons of chopped celery. 
Sprinkle with breadcrumbs. It's good. 

Or try alternating layers of cabbage and thinly sliced apple, seasoned 
ith salt and pepper and, if the applfes are very sour, a tablespoon of 
sugar. Sprinkle the top layer of this scallop with ciumb, dot with a table¬ 
spoon of butter, and bake in a moderately hot oven at 375 degrees F. for 
30-40 minutes, or until tender. 

It has a taste that is faintly reminiscent cf saurkraut.

Close Wound 
The edges of a wound can be glued 
together with a cement concocted 
from the patient’s own blood, the 
techni1:al journal Surgery, Gynec¬ 
ology and Obstetrics disclosed re¬ 
cently. The method was devised by 
a woman surgeon, Dr. Machteld 
Sano of Philadelphia. The glue can 
be used to make a skin-graft patch 
when the edges of a surface wound 
won’t meet, and 48 hours after they 
e planted the grafts are as much 
part of the body as surrotmding, 
normal skin. Even more vital, the 
experiments indicate that the new 
glue can be used to close and patch 
g^aps in such organs as Hver and 
spleen, where large punctures often 
have been fatal.—Newsweek.

Ship's History 

Fine Ship Of Royal Navy 
Transferred To Canada 
Fortune Favors the Brave” is 
the motto of the recently-commis¬ 
sioned R.C.N. de.stroyer H.M.C.S. 
Chaudierre. It is an inheritance that 
came with this fine fighting ship, 
along with an impressive list of bat¬ 
tle honors when she was transferred 
from the Royal Navy, in which she 
was known as H.M.S. Hero. 

Built in 1936 she is the sixth of 
her line. At the second Battle of 
Narvik she chased enemy destroyers 
up the Rombaks fjord. After a few 
rounds fired at one of the German 
ships beached just above the narrows 
she proceeded, in company with 
H.M.S. Kimberley, to the head of the 
fjord where she found three damaged 
enemy ships alongside. 

As her boarding parties went 
away in whalers one of the enemy 
ships, which had been scuttled, heeled 
over and sank, another was down by 
the stem and the third one, the 
“Hans Ludemann,” was boarded and I 
the German ensign repl|iced by the 
White Ensign. Salvage not being | 
practicable, however, the Hero sank 
this ship with a torpedo. 

In June, 1941, slie picked up sur¬ 
vivors from the minelayer “Latonia” 
off Tobru){. She was in Admiral 
oVian’s Malta Convoy in March, 1942, 
and took part in .the attack on an 
Italian battleship of the Littorio 
class, braving the big gims of the 
enemy battleship to launch a torpedo 
attack. 

Her list of battle honors includes 
Narvik, Matapan, Cape Spada, Crete, 
Tobruk aniT Serte and if “Fortune 
Favors the Brave” it is hoped to add 
still more battle honors to her 
pressive record in her new commis¬ 
sion in the Royal Canadian Navy.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 


Ratepayers Show No Interest 

Fewer and fewer ratepayers attend; tjie annual 
Civic meetings. During the past two years there were 
six ratepayere at each of the two meetings. This 
year it dropped to two-. It’s getting to be a case of 
the tnistees patting the council on the back for their 
years work and the council turning ai'oimd and giv¬ 
ing the tnisteesra pat on the back for their work. 

It is too bad that a number of ratepayers cannot 
take two houi-s to attend these annual meetings. 
Both tlie council and school board members are sad- 
dkni with a great deal of responsibility in adminis¬ 
tering the affairs of the community. They take criti¬ 
cism on a number of occasions, but seldom, if ever, 
are they the recipients of any complimentary re¬ 
marks. While the detailed accounts of council and 
school activities published in The Journal every two 
weeks may keep ratepayers up-to-the-minute on 
municipal affairs, it would be a nice gesture on their 
part to attend these annual meetings and say “thank 
you” to their elected representatives for jobs well 
done. 

Telephones and Telephone Service 

We were in conversation with a telephone official 
the other day and, as has often been done in past 
. talks, discussed the number of telephones in Coleman 
and the service given. The official stated that Cole¬ 
man, for a town of its size, was among the poorest 
telephone towns he knew of and yet monthly service 
was given approximately 800 people. 

To get our figures straight we got out the district 
directory and did a little research work. There are 
108 telephones in Coleman. Only 22 private individ¬ 
uals have phone installation. The balance belong to 
businessmen, mine officials, insurance agente, )etc. 
No wonder the telephone officials in the Pass main¬ 
tain that telephone service far exceeds the telephone 
revenue received from Coleman. 

It is only human nature to try and get something 
for nothing and since Edmonton does nothing about 
the matter conditions will tend to grow worse rather 
than better. 

Edmonton has asked suggestions for post-war 
work. Here is ours pertaining to telephones: Let 
there begin an energetic campaign to get more tele¬ 
phone subscribers; loiwer the monthly rental rate if 
need be. Replace those unsightly wooden boxes that 
adorn the walls of rural subscribers with neat com- ” 
pact metal containers. The more subscribers obtain¬ 
ed, the greater number of young female telephone 
operators that will have to be engaged. Maintain a 
steady advertising campaign throughout the prov¬ 
ince to induce citizens to install telephones in their 
homes. 

Creston Asks $500,000 For Town Planning 

Three weeks ago in an editorial we suggested that 
the town qouncil pick a committee to deal with post¬ 
war rehabilitation and town planning. It would ap¬ 
pear that nothing will be done in this matter. 

It was with a great deal of interest upon reading 
the Creston Review we noticed that Creston, just a 
village, is asking the parent governments for $500,- 
000 for post-war rehabilitation and town planning. 
There the town planning committee, the Lions club, 
the Board of Trade and the Legion have combined 
to survey the town and draft its immediate and fu¬ 
ture needs. The result is that $500,000 is being asked 
to carry out their suggested works program. 

$290,000 is being asked for streets and walks, sew¬ 
ers, water supply; $125,000 for hospitalization, mun¬ 
icipal buildings and recreation; $20,000 for cost of 
engineering, survey plans, supervision, etc.; $40,000 
as an allowance for unseen details. The total comes 
to $475,000, but an extra $25,000 is being asked as a 
protective measure in case some projects cost more 
than originally intended.

ORDER CERTIFIED SEED 
POTATOES NOW 

Certified seed potatoes are 
being -withheld from export to 
meet the requirements of Oana- 
dian growers, but, th* Plant Pro¬ 
tection Division, Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture points 
cut, demands for these potatoes 
from other countries are very 
strong. Supplies not needed for 
planting in Canada should (be re¬ 
leased for export in March before 
the season in the U.S.A. is too 
far advanced for planting. This 
means that orders for certified 
seed potatoes should be placed 
without delay while supplies are 
still available. 

The planting of certified seed 
potatoes for table stock will give 
a heavier yield from each acre 
planted to such seed. Seed potato 
growers are reminded that fields 
entered for certification in 1944 
miust be planted with either 
“Foundation” or “Foundation A” 
seed. 

The local District Inspector 
Seed Potato Certification, Plant 
Protection Division, Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, has a 
list of growers having “Certified", 
“Foundation” or “IFbundation A” 
seed potatoes for sale.

* A co-oner’s jury sat here 
Thursday evening to enquire into 
the death of Veronica Zahorejko, 
who was found dead in an East 
Coleman shack on Wednesday 
afternoon, Jan. 26. Coroner D. 
MacPherson presided, the jury 
personnel being W. S. Purvis, 
foreman; S. C. Short, F. Abous- 
safy, J. A. McDonald, H. Sherratt 
and R. R. Pattinson. 

The jury viewed the body which 
lay in the local! funeral parlours. 

It was identified by Karl Suplat, 
a former neighbor. 

On the witness stand, Suplat 
once again identified the body and . 
stated that deceased had rented 
his shack for almost two months, 
from November to part of Dec¬ 
ember, when she had gone to 
Lethbridge to reside. He also stat¬ 
ed deceased had lots of troulble 
with Abramowicz. 

Dr. Gordon Miaynes gave cause 
of death as two severe blows to 
the head, either one of which 
would have proved fatal. The 
blows, he believed, were adminis¬ 
tered with a blunt instrument. 
He had sent some organs of de¬ 
ceased \ (to the provincial analyst 
for examination and now awaited 
a report.

COAL MINERS’ EXEMPTION 
FROM MILITARY SERVICE 
CONTINUED 

Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, min¬ 
ister of labour, announces that- 
a recent order in Council has ex¬ 
tended to August 1, 1944, the 
b.anket postponement of military 
training in the case of men em¬ 
ployed in coal mining. Also, the 
period during which men engag¬ 
ed at coal mining will not be ac¬ 
cepted for voluntary enlistment in 
any blanch of the Armed Forces 
has been extended to the same 
date. 

(An order in Council of May 
17, 1943, had provided that men 
employed as coall mine workers 
would neither be accepted for vol¬ 
untary enlistment nor be required 
to report for military training 
under mobilization regulation, up 
to Felbruary 1st, 1944. The ef¬ 
fect of the new Order in Council 
is to extend this date for a per¬ 
iod of six months. 

EMiPLOYBRS REQUESTED TO 
REPORT ON LEVEL OF 
EMPLOYMENT 

A. MacNamara, Director of Na¬ 
tional Selective Service today an¬ 
nounced that a survey of employ¬ 
ment in industry is being under¬ 
taken by the Department of La¬ 
bour, bo secure comprehensive 
data on the distribution of em¬ 
ployment as of January 8th, 1944. 
A similar survey was conducted in 
January a year ago. 

Employers will be required to 
report on the numbers of their 
employees, separated as to male 
and female, and grouped in age 
classes. Also, employers will be 
.".sked for estimates on the num¬ 
ber's of employees they will re¬ 
quire as at June 30th next. 

In manufacturing and construc¬ 
tion, employers are asked to sep¬ 
arate their totals to show the 
numbers engaged on war work, 
;.nd the numbers engaged on civ¬ 
ilian production or in civilian ser¬ 
vices. 

“The information we are to 
secure”, Mr. MacNamara said, “is 
very necessary in connection with 
manpower plans. The data secur¬ 
ed a year ago was of very sub¬ 
stantial assistance in helping 
through labour shortages in 1943. 
In flew of the employment con¬ 
ditions we are facing at the mo¬ 
ment, the reports this year will 
if anything, be even more neces¬ 
sary than a year ago.”
